Crofoot. and his'companion passed 
two men In a closed buggy/and It 
seems at. this point the "gold bricks" 
were brought Into play. In the usual' 
manner the spurious bullion was of- 
fered for sale.

real estate buyer.

Fortunately for Early, - the whole 


forenoon wns consumed by the Fedora! 
Infantry In getting through the long de- 
file which lay between their camp and 
tlic battleground,'and, being warned 
by Wilson's attack that his foe was 
marching on Winchester, ho hastily ro> 
called the divisions of Generals-John 


Gordon and-Modes from a distance 


to support the division of General Hum-

While lending the new line to a.crest 
that commanded the woods and fluids 
where the enemy were retreating he 
wax Instantly killed by n piece of shell, 
which tore through his heart, and he 
fell from his saddle at the moment 
when his troops were cheering for vic- 
tory.
